The Dominion Parliament, during 
its last session, passed "an Act to im- 
po.86.1ioenBe duties on compounders of 
^pii^tB; to apaend the Act respectiug 
Island Revenue; and to prevent the 
' ^'adulteration of £ood,drink,and drugs." 
Inasmuch as this Act is now in force, 
having taken "elTect from and after 
the'fitstdi^ of January, 1875," it may 
not bo amiss to place hefore our read- 
ers a summary of its principal pro- 
•visiona: A compounder must be li- 
censed, giving bonds in the sura of one 
thousand dollars and paying fifty dol- 
lars for license; must keep books in 
conformity with requiroments of Re- 
venue Officer, and, in the arrangoniont 
and direction of the premises used for 
the business, conform to and bo regu- 
lated by the same rules as are impos- 
ed upon distillers both as regards la- 
boling, stauipiug, keeping and remov- 
ing articles compouudod by him. 'Die 
penalty for evading or violating re- 
quirements of the Act as respects la- 
beling, stamping, branding, &c., is a 
fine of five hundred dollars, in addi- 
tion, to whioluihe Court may imprison 
for a period not exceeding three 
months. The term "compounder" is 
thus defined: "Every person who by 
himself or his agent compounds or 
.mixes for sale by:wholesale any' of the 
following articles: Imitations of Bri- 
tish or foreign wines, brandy, rum, 
gin, old torn, Geneva schnapps, Bri- 
tish or foreign whiskey, and bitter 
liqueurs and cordials when containing 
alcohol. Adulterated liquor shall 
mean and include all spirituous and 
malt liquors, wiues, cordials, or other 
intoxicating liquors to which has been 
' . added any of the following iugredients ; 
' , ' Cocculus indie us, chloride of sodium 
(otherwise common salt), copperas, 
opium, Indian hemp, strychniu, to- 
bacco, darnel sed, extract of logwood, 
salts of zinc, or lead, alum, and auy 
extract or compound of any of the 
above ingredients. Adulteration of 
food: Every person who shall admi.^. 
or cause to be admixed with any arti- 
cle of food or drink any dclelerions or 
poisonous ingredient or material 
to adulterate the same for Halo, shall, 
. for the first offence, forfeit and pay a 
penalty of one hundred tlollars, and 
costs of trial; and for the second of- 
fence shall be guilty of a misdemea- 
nor, and be imjjrisoned for a period 
not exceeding six months v.-ith hard 
labor. Any person who shall know- 
ingly ofler for sale such niixod arti- 
cles shall pay n penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars for the first offence, and 
double the amount for the second. 
Adulterated food or drink shall 
mean and include all articles of food 
or drink with wliich there has been 
mixed any delolerious ingredient of 
less value than is understood or im- 
plied by the name under which the ar- 
ticle, is offered for sale. Although 
nomin&Uy in force throunfhout the 
whole' Dominion, we believe wo arc 
correct in saying that, for some unex- 
plained reason, no steps have yet bcpii 
token to givejpractical effect to the prei- 
visiouH of the .\ct in this Province.

Tho free navigation of tho latter 
waB guaranteed by lliissia before Alaska 
was sold to tho United States; aud it is 
srifo til say that had it still been tho pro- 
[M'l'ly of lliiasia very little diflicnlty would 
Ijo e.tperKuieed. Bn'. now .Vlaska is the 
l)r(jperty of the I'liiti'tl Stales, tiohl is 
struck 111 Oassiar and the Siickeeii river, 
the month of which is iu Alaska, is the 
only outlet for this now aud iiiiportaut 
gold region; therefore, tho question has 
become one of vital importance to British 
subjects; who exclaimed, "O! thero can 
be no dillicnlty ; tlio freedom of naviga- 
tion has been further s(!cureil by the great 
Washington Commission. JOngland lins 
coni])lieil with her jiart, and Undo Sam 
is only required to fuUill tho stipulations 
of tho treaty by conceding something 
that can be of no value to him." With 
this idea wo poor deluded "Britishers" 
wore thinking that, in ascending tho 
Stiokeen lliver, wo were idaying a .strong 
suit iu the ga'uy of nation d ar.ntratioii, 
when, alas.'

Muccess. Had tho American Com- 
pany, with its munificent subsidy, 
acted upon the same principle, inHtopi;! 
of makiniif tho road Hubsidiary to i)ri- 
vato land fi]M:culatioiis, thoy could 
havo ('ominaiidod, at fair rates of inter- 
est, all the money nccoasary to build 
LliG road, and it would havo been near- 
ly or quite completed at this time, 
■^riie money oxpeuded ou tho Pacific 
Cuast in building a railroad from no 
jd:ici' to no place, merely for'purpoHc.s 
of private .speculation in sncculative 
town property, if espeiideirm build- 
ing the road from an established com- 
mercial point on Paget Sound, run- 
ning in the direction of trade,' either 
towards Portland or the Upper Col- 
umbia, tlioy would nowliavo a paying 
road to that extent, and tlm country 
would havo received ton tinio.'S as 
much bonotit from the investment. 
Tlius has tho greatest public improve- 
ment of tlie age, forthis country, been 
Hlrangled throu.Ldi tho unscrupulous 
greed of a batch of artful sliarpcrs who 
managed to get tho luojcct under tlicir 
control, and our British neighbors get 
the benefit of their treason to their 
trust and to the country. — "Seattle 
Dispatch." 



Britain and America. 

Tho Plight Hon. Wm. E. . Forstor, 
who was McG Preaideut of the Coun- 
cil under tho Gladstone (government, 
was rocontljr entertained at Now York 
by the I'liion I.(Oaguo Club. In the 
courao of a long speech be Hiiid: 

AVe talk about the differonco in tha 
form of Govcrnmojit. You liavo a Pvo- 
public, tho cciitial Oovormuoat over 
your federation of Statea.and wo have 
our islands with their Parliament, aud j 
t!i(> colonics growing up to be our 
ojualH, bat yot our follow-jubjeets, 
rejoicing ill tin; coiunion nllegiauco to 
our ancient and constitutional nioii- 
archv. Eocau.se the fact is that wo 
have not been altogether stupid — that 
is to say, tho lesson you tauglit uh 
about colonics a huiulrod yeans ago 
wo havo to .snnip exteut loarnod, and 
wo iiavo learned it to siudi an o.^tenl 
tliat wo have maiio it very hard fur 
our colonies to leave us. Wlictlier 
under I'reaideut or Sovereign, whc- 
t'ler choosing, as you do, you first 
Magislrato from term to term, or 
jiroud, as we are, of our loyalty to our 
beloved t^bieoii [ ajiplause], yet you and 
we togctlus!', wliot her .-VmLM-ican citi- 
zens or British subjects, are citizens 
of a comimonwealth w'hose prinqplo of 
government is that it is e Qoverunicnt 
of tlio people, by tho people, and for 
the people. And who are the English 
speaking coinniiinitics Uivough the 
world'.'' We.ll, H is hr,rd to make the 
answer io tlmt education without nji- 
pearing invidious. We oaa foncy U 
would appear like hoaatingto describe 
the vast oxtcjit of tho tenipenilo re- 
giou.s that Eiiglisli-.speaking ])Coplo 
possess, !ind wo hope that addeil num- 
bers of our race will lill lliem before 
long, while tho old islands, not, yot 
exhausted, still send forth their oini- 
grantn to conquer nature. These 
Engliahrspcaldiig comuainitics that 
possess such a largo jiortion of land 
have, as 1 say, goviM-nnuiiits based up- 
on tho some priiii'i[iles ; tlioy liave Iho 
Humo faculties; lliey have also the same 
temptations. The dangers which be- 
set you in America are very much the 
same dangers that liesot us in Eng- 
land. Aud, whatov'.ir they may lie, 1 
havo lioped for your future as 1 havo 
hopod for our future. There is this 
great similarity between you and us, 
tiiat if an EugUsbmau comes to the 
Si.ates, and if an American goes to 
l';ii,';laiiil, if lie was to believe half that 
is said, lir- would not be very liupefiil 
r.>r the Tut iii'c. J^ut 1 dirfbeliove al- 
most every t liiiio 1 have heard. 1 am 
inuUi\ed to any to tiioso who are des- 
|.(,vident, it lies with yourselves to 
neutralize vour own preaiotions. The 
only thing you want, if I may bo e.v- 
eu'icd for telling ymi, is tlmt your men 
of station , •mil i-iilturi' liliould not be 
niltisfipd wii ll oritieiij!!!;^', hut that they 
shauld Uke part iu I he (.ioveinmontof 
their oouutry. , w: 

I 800 AS I go through your Slates — 
and I have been doing so ntnu int r- 
estiug time, as you have just lioen 
having your elect ions — I sieo iilaeos 
wlioro nun of position and iiinin.'iier 
tU'O oonjiug forward who feel that n.at- 
viotism calls ou them to take tuoir 



attain to. "Wo ' and you revere tho 
law, and are determined to iiroservo or 
<ler. .Wo^aud you are determined to pro 
feet the-Hghta of proiJerty, and are striv 
iu;; to secure tho fulfilment bv property 
of its duties. Wo and ymi are determin- 
ed that no jiriest or jiotentalo hliall stand 
lietwocn our Creator and ourselves. Wo 
are both anxiou.sto ivplaeo waa hynrbit- 
rations, and defence, not definnce, is our 
motto. Would that I could add that wo 
are deto'rminod to have frco trade and 
untrammbled commercial intercourse. 
I Applause. J Bnt tlmt will come. [A 
laugh.] I wa.-5 \ory glad to hear that Mr. 
Hewitt said ho looked forward to tho 
time when lie would bo a freetrader, but 
that the dillicnlty of hiving free trade 
w as that labor was cheaper with us; and 
that as soon as labor would bo as dear in 
England as it is hero it would come. Wo 
havo made the laboring man far hotter 
off than ho was, and wo intend to make 
him still bettor off than now. But tho 
way to mako tho laborer better off is to 
have the most porfoot fracdom of com 
meicial intercourse. . 

There is one other point in which we 
may load one another, nod that is justice 
to the weaker races; wo in Indian and 
Africa, you to your negroes and Indians, 
iMul both of us ;a China and Japan and 
in the islands of tho Pacific. Tuis is au 
illustration of how much easier it is for 
us now to work togother two Govern- 
ments than it was. There is hardly ony 
duty more iuoumbont upon us than that 
we should sot our faces against the tor 
riblo trade of coolies in China, and to 
destroy tho attempt to revivo tho slave 
trade iu tho islands of the Pacific. A fow 
years ago wo could hardly havo counted 
upon you for a.ssistanoe, but now wo are 
counting upon you for tho fullest assist- 
ance, and wo know both Govornments 
will spur each other to their <bitv in this 
matter, I Intvo alreadv detained vou 
longer than 1 expected by tho.so desul- 
tory remarks. I must now conclnde. I 
must beg you, however, to let mo wish 
through you, prosperity to your great 
country, peace between your States, and 
wisdom and virtue to your statesmen so 
that they may, by a just and equal rule 
over all classes and colors, make con- 
tentment general throughout your wide 
borders. North, South and West, aud 
mako it so sure that your Government 
shall wield its mighty power to do good 
to tho world. And I can hardly sit down 
without giving especial thanks to the 
club, Sir, for their kindness, overpower- 
ing as it has been to me, in giving mo 
tho opportunity not onlv to meet its 
members but so many of its distiugnish- 
ed citieens. And in doing so, perhaps, I 
may toke the nume of your olub as om'on 
for tho future. This Union League Olub 
lam told was formed in tho dark hours 
of dangr r, to bind togeiher loval Ameri- 
cans in support of your glorious Union 
against tho assaults of the slave pov,-er. 
May it be tho type and forerunner of an- 
other Union League of a close alliance 
betwoon the United States and England 
and all Bnglish>Bneaking' oommunitiea, 
of a friendship between our Govern- 
monts,

Be It thoroforo enacted by the Mayor and Council of

1. Tho election of a Mayor for the Municipality of 
the City of Victoria shall take place at the same time 
as the election of CQUuciUora fur tho Haul City: that 
is to say. on thn second Monilay in January ne.xt; and 
such eleclion shall coninii-nce at twelve o'clecli noon 
on the said day.
